And whereas it is expedient that the Law in both Countries should 
be assimilated in this respect ; 

tt djereforr (fcttattetl, by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 5 
Authority of the same, THAT so much of the said recited Act of 
the tenth year of the reign of his Majesty King George the Fourth, as 
authorizes the Court, if it shall see fit, to direct that the Body of a 
Person convicted of Murder, shall after execution be dissected, be, and 
the same is hereby Repealed; and that in every case of conviction of 10 
any Prisoner for Murder, the Court before which such Prisoner shall 
have been tried, shall direct such Prisoner either to be hung in Chains, 
or to be buried within the precincts of the Prison in which such Pri- 
soner shall have been confined after conviction, as to such Court shall 
seem meet ; and that the sentence to be pronounced by the Court, shall 1 5 
express that the body of such Prisoner shall be hung in Chains, or buried 
within the precincts of the Prison, whichever of the two the Court 
shall order. 
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
